Senator Fall's resolution wnsolFer- 
ed by unanimous oooteut after a bit- 
ter twO'liour deblfe, on the interna- 
tional situation, in which Republi- 
cans disclaimed any desire to with- 
hold support from the President in 
iMuidUngthesituatkMi. 

Senator Fall asked that the bill go 
to the Foreign Relations Committee, 
aud Chairman Stone consented after 
he had objected to the way in whksh 
the measure had bee»4ntrodoeed. 
POINTS TO DEPREDATIONS. 
"I greatly regret that such a bill as 
this has been introduced at this time," 
said Senator Stor\e. "Nevertheless I 
see no way of dispqijiig Of it except 
by letting it go to iMiBommittee." 

The bill would give the President 
wide authority to protect lives and

The all controlling influence of war 
eontinjee. " 

The inevi^ble hfUi, of course, hap- 
pened. The attempt to aubtract three 
from two in the wool aupply of the 
world has bcougbt its aniwer in mi- 
nus one. 

The wool clip of 1916 sold for 60 fo 
65c. per scoured pound, but the fleece 
on the sheep now running around in 
the snow of our wool srawing States 
has beeif sold to dealers under con- 
tract to be delivered next .June on the 
scoured basis of $1.00 per pound or 
more. 

The United States uses 600,000,000 
pounds of wool per annum. The clip 
of the United States ha.-- deel'eaMd in 
five yeara from 325,000,100 to 2a8,- 
000;0(X) pMMds. The cltp% of Austra- 
lia, Argentine and New Zealand have 
decreased, the clip of all the countries 
at War has almost disappeared; twen- 
ty million men at War use five to ten 
\\\':.<^9. ns mudi wuol as usaaU and 
can't exist witfaoat it And thai* ia no 
substitute. 

If the War continues foe f ven one 
more year, it will nut t>e a queation of 
price, but nf woo\ at any price, and 
there is always the i)ossibilify of this 
country being forced to actual prepar- 
edness, which would necessitate tak- 
ing for the army such wool as is now 
m the mills for their general trade. 

England has an embargo on wool 
from home and all her colonies. We 
are dependent on Sooth Amerk» for 
more than half our supply, and must 
bid against the necessity of War for 
every pound we get 

So long aa the War continues, cloth- 
ing must climb in price by leaps and 
bounds, and wliat seems outrageously 
high this season, appears a lost op- 
portunity next seaaoB. 

The queation naturally arises: Sup- 
pose the War should end? We know

Worst on Record. 
Approximately 2,000 persons were 
killed or hilared la a rsoaat railroad 

accident near Cliirun ht, northern Ru- 
maniii, according to a Muiicuw news- 
paper, as quoted by the Overseas 
Agency. Five hundred were instant- 
ly killed, according to this account,
